PLANNING BOARD POST- 
PONES CEMENT DECISION 


The Wilmington Planning Board 


has postponed, for one week, 
its decision on the Jragon 
Cement case, 

The Board, Tuesday night, 
voted in favor of the Cement 
Co. by a three to two vote, 
but one member, Bob Evans, was 
absent on official business. 
The board voted to delay the 
vote as a result until next 
week, when Mr. Evans may be 
presumed to be present and 
may cast his vote, 

Mr. Evans, a week ago, stated 
that he ‘leaned against the 
idea’ of allowing the Dragon 
Cement Company to locate a 
distribution plant, on Eames 
St. 

Voting in favor of allowing 
the cement plant to locate 
were the Chairman, Danny Gil- 
lis, Ray Fitzmaurice, and Wil- 
liam Beers. Voting against 
were Howard Woolaver and Jo- 
seph H. Slater.

R. H. B. Smith, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Dragon Company, 
together with Mr. Hayden, Ch. 
Engineer, and Mr. McCone vi- 
sited the Planning Board in 
the early part of their meet- 
ing Tuesday evening, having 
flown up from New York City. 
The group told the board that 
the greatest amount of cement 
that could be expected to es- 
cape into the atmosphere, in 
any working day would be 13 
pounds, with the daily average 
over a long period being 4% 
pounds. 
The vote of the Planning 
Board will not be conclusive 
as to the fate of the proposal 
of the cement company to lo- 
cate in Wilmington. The Plan- 
ning Board vote will be an 
opinion, which will be given 
to the Board of Appeals, for 
their use, but will not be 
binding on that board.

THE PENALTY OF BEING A GOOD SERVANT 

Our Former Town Manager, Fred Calabrese, has 
sold his home. $2500 of the sale price has been 
Placed in an escrow account, in the Mechanics 
Savings Bank, to satisfy judgement, if there 
should be one, in the suit of Campanella & Car- 
di. That firm is suing him for that sum, alleg- 
ing that he stopped them from working. - 

Readers will remember that on April 16th 
Calabrese stopped work at an illegal gravel pit 
off Andover gereet. That is what the suit is 
about. 

The attorney for the bootleg gravel operator 
consented to a finding by the court, which to 
our way of thinking vindicates Calabrese. Cala- 
brese was working with the full knowledge and 
consent of our Board of Selectmen and our Town 
Counsel. Yet he is being penalized, for being 
a good servant. He is unable to use his own 
money. 

That gravel pit was not only illegal, but 
there is some evidence that it extended over to 
property that was not owned by the bootleg op- 
erator. At least we know that the owner of ad- 
joining land has sought advice of counsel as to 
the wisdom of suing for gravel which has al- 
legodly been taken without the owner's permis- 
sion.

WHY NATIONAL POLYCHEMICALS OPPOSE 

The National Polychemicals Company, on Eames 
Street, is unhappy about the proposed wholesale 
cement distribution plant, across the street 
from their plant. 

Cement, to them, is just like radio-activity 
to the average human. Radio activity can be 
harmless, but there arrives a point, in every 
individual, where it becomes harmful, and no 
one can determine exactly where and when that 
point has arrived, until it is too late. 

Such is, the picture painted by National Po- 
lychemicals. 

Its the alkali in the cement dust 
the villain, according to these people. 

Their product, which is made in a consider 
able quantity, must be kept with certain rig id 
specifications, from a viewpoint of acidity, 
and after the alkali gets in its too late. 

National Polychemicals cannot say just when 
they would arrive at a point when there would 
be "too much" alkali - and they wish they 
could. 

There is a vat in their plant which holds as 
much as 10,000 gallons of their product, for 
periods of as long as. six months. It has to be 
"open to the air" in the same way that a wine 
vat has to be "open to the air" while the wine 
is working. 

The opening consists of a hole 6 inches in 
diameter, in the upper half of the container 
It would seem that such a vat, inside a closed 
building, would protect its product - but Na- 
tional Polychemicals is shivering. 

It wouldn't do any good, they say, to in- 
stall] air conditioning. Air conditioning might 
—work 99% of the time, but the 1% that is left 
is just as bad. 

This is the problem that faces the Board of 
Appeals, in their consideration of the Dragon 
Cement Company appeal. 

Dragon Cement is more than willing to co- 
operate. The amount of free cement that will 
get into the air is really nothing at all, they 
‘say, and they feel that National Polychemicals 
has nothing to worry about.

THE TRUCKING TERMINAL 

The proposed trucking terminal, on lower 
Lowa] Street, has an entirely different type of 
problem. 

There one finds that the neighbors, on West- 
dale Avenue, object, from a noise viewpoint. 

Our readers will remember that last March 
there was a proposal that this land be rezoned 
for business, and that it was turned down by 
the town. The proposal was an "open end" one. 
"let me have this a business zone,"one of the 
owners told the voters "and we'll get the bu- 
siness". 

But the voters wouldn't buy that. They were 
not interested in a "pig in the poke" propos- 
ition. Neither were the people of Westdale Ave. 

Now we have a proposition which cannot be so 
described. A trucking company wants to locate 
at the site. 

If ever there is to be a trucking terminal 
in this town there conld be no better site than 
this place, it is agreed by members of the 
Planning Board. They have pointed out to them- 
selves that a trucking terminal here would re- 
quire very little traffic on local roads, a 
fact that could have a considerable effect on 
the local economy. 

But the people on Westdale Avenue don't look 
at it that way. The town rezoned the land, they 
point ont, and the town said that adjoining 
their land should be a residential district - 
and they want it kept that way. To them the 
re-zoning of the land was a promise that it 
would be kept that way. 

It will have to go through a Town Meeting, 
anyway, which means that everyone can get his 
say on the question.

In @ university town there 
would be no occasion for a 
comment, but perhaps it might 
be appropriate here. 

The hoad of the gown denotes 
by colors both the degree that 
the wearer has, and the school 
which he atten led, and this is 
not necessarily referring to 
clergymen. The color at the 
border of the hood is in dir- 
ect reference to the degree., 
i.e. -a clerxyman, with a Divi- 
nity ‘tegree, will have a red 
border. The colors inside the 
borier refer to the school. 

4 broad border color means 
that the wearer has had a Doc- 
tor’s Degree, awarded., i.e. a 
broad red color danetes a Doc- 
tor of Divinity. 

Some clergymen also denote 
that they have a doctorate in 
divinity by wearing three 
black stripes on the sleeves 
of their gowns. 

Stoles, which are worn around 
the neck somewhat in the man- 
ner of scarves, provide colors 
of an entirely different mean- 
ing. The ‘ev. Mr. Sanders and 
the tev. Chester Miller were 
the only ones to wear stoles 
juring the ceremonies, last 
Friday. 

The Stole is a liturgical re- 
ference to the season. There 
are five different colors, 
each of which is worn accord- 
ing to the time of the year in 
the church calyndar.
